Fuller announced 
that, owing to the death of Justice 
Bradley, to whom the writing of the 
opinion in the anti-lottery cases had 
been given, the court would post­ 
pone any elaboration of its views 
and confine itself to the ex}) ression 
of the general grounds on which the 
decision proceeds.
